CLARKE COMMISSION 
SEEKS FEDERAL FUNDS 


Alarm Over Hinted State 
Diversion of Road Money 
Brings Action. 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 28—A re 
port that Georgia county commission- 
ers, alarmed over the possibility that 
highway reimbursement certificates, 
amounting to $2,600,000, will not be 
paid when due next month, are ap 
pealing to the state’s congressional 
delegation to have more than $11,000,- 
000 in federal highway funds allocat- 
ed direct to counties and municipali- 
ties, “during the present Georgia 
crisis,” was partly confirmed tonight 
by Tate Wright, executive secretary- 
treasurer of the Georgia Association 
of County Commissioners. 

“IT cannot speak for the commis- 
sioners in other counties,” Mr. 
Wright said, “but it is true that the 
Clarke county commissioners have tele- 
graphed Washington requesting that 
during the present crisis in Georgia, 
federal highway funds which do not 
require matching by the state, be re- 
leased direct to the counties and mu- 
nicipalities. I understand, also, that 
a great many commissioners are ap- 
prehensive over the possibility of the 
state being unable to pay or make a 
$2,600,000 payment on highway reim- 
bursement certificates due March 26, 
due to the possible use of highway 
funds to meet general expenses of the 
state government. 

“According to reports in the state 
press today, it appears doubtful 
whether the highway board will have 
enough money on hand on March 26 
to pay the counties one-tenth of $26,- 
000,000 due them by the state for 
which they hold certificates. If the 
highway funds withdrawn from the 
bank by the highway department yes- 
terday are used to meet the general ex- 
penses of the state, it probably will 
be impossible for the highway depart- 
ment to find the money with which 
to make payment on the certificates.” 

Mr. Wright pointed out that sev- 
eral months ago a large number of 
counties, municipalities and newspa- 
pers urged that $11,500,000 of federal 
highway funds, due the state of Geor- 
gia and not requiring matching by the 
state, be allocated to the counties and 
municipalities for streets and farm- 
to-market roads. The money, how- 
ever, was released to the state high- 
way board. He said that as a result 
of the present financial situation in 
the state, affecting all units of gov- 
ernment in one way or another, and 
the apparent intention of the federal 
government to withhold highway funds 
until conditions are normal again, 
the federal government is again being 
urged to allocate that money direct 
to the counties and municipalities. 

“Tf such a course is followed,” Mr. 
Wright said, “it is the belief of many 
commissioners that roads which are 
sorely needed can be built—otherwise 
we may not get our highway reim- 
bursement certificate payment nor the 
roads,”

Senator Chappell Calls for 
More Expressions From 
Legislators. 


AMERICUS, Ga., Feb. 28.—(?)—

Chappell said today that “to speak 
candidly,” he had not yet received 
enough responses from legislators to 
insure calling the legislature into ses- 
sion. He called on all members “who 
have not written or telegraphed me to 
do so at once, no matter what their 
position may I shall hold their 
communications in confidence. 

“My purpose is to get the actual 
sentiment of the membership and then 
be guided exactly by that sentiment.” 

Meanwhile, additional legislators 
made public statements regarding the 
situation. 

In Moultrie, Representative Milton 
Shirah said he would be glad to meet 
in extraordinary session. 

Representative Theo Coleman, of 
Lowndes county, said he would 
willing to meet in Atlanta at his own 
expense “and join other legislators in 
informing the Governor that the peo- 
ple of Georgia want a democratic gov- 
ernment, by the people, of the people 
and for the people.”

the weather. The current economic picture is supposed to be right 
outside your window—under the snow. 

' The accepted theory .is that few persons’ buy autos when the roads 
are covered with ice. Few go any farther than necessary beyond the 
corner grocery in the snow and: muck covering most of the United States, 
off and op, during the last 60 days. . 

It is a sound theory, but the point of it melts perceptibly in the 
glare of a. monthly balanced business chart. Weather damage to one 
industry has been offset. statistically by weather benefits to another. 
While autos, general sales and building activity have been hurt, coal, 
railroads and winter goods have been helped. | 

The sum total of it is that nature has complicated everything, but the 


net national effect is mearly negative. 


THE SCALES To see how nature evens up, look into the net effect 
of the improvement on railroads alone. 

The increased demands for consumer coal naturally caused the rail- 
roads to haul more of it, but also caused the railroads. to use more of it. 
Their operating expenses always jump in cold weather. This may ex- 
plain the item carried the other day in a financial journal indicating that 
the net loss of an outstanding coal-carrying road was probably as great 
this January as last, despite the increased traffic. —

gang. It takes very little courage to 
join a racket whose members enjoy 
the right to cheat and rob the non- 
members, but the man who defies the 
mob does so knowing that the nazis 
will break him, persecute him and his 
family, and perhaps kill him. 

Of course, the Jews receive’ the 
worst hammering, because Hitler is 
constantly inciting his hoodlums to 
chase them up alleys, but the Jew 
has no decision in the matter. But 
there are thousands of brave, stub- 
born Germans, Protestant as well as 
who had every chance to 
accept the protection and the looting 
privileges which the swastika confers 
and refused to surrender their prin- 
ciples, 

This took physical courage far be- 
yond that which is required of a cor- 
ner loafer or neighborhood politician 
raiding a darkened home in the dead 
of night. It also asked for moral 
bravery of an even finer kind. For 
this type of dissenter, as German as 
beer and as patriotic as old Bismarck 
himself, understands full well that he 
will be classified as a traitor to his 
country. 


Trial 
By Hoodlums. 


This mean that he 
may be tried before 
a court of neighbor- 
hood ne’er-do-wells 
on a charge of treason to the land he 
loves and shot or locked up for the 
rest of his life without a chance to 
clear his name. That is the maximum 
risk, but at the very least he loses his 
job or his business and is ostracized 
by fair weather ftiends who may se- 
cretly admire him but haven’t the cour- 
age to give him the slightest comfort. 

If he keeps his liberty his fight is 
a lonely one, because if he tries to 
enjoy the companionship of other 
game dissenters some spy will report 
that they are plotting treason, and the 
gang will come and get him in the 
night. 

All this is bad enough, but the test 
of character is even worse torture if 
he has a family, because his wife and 
children naturally will be made to suf: 
fer, too. His wife, of course, is doom- 
ed to spend the rest of her life cut 
off from the normal friendships and 
social relations of her station, and the 
children find themselves excluded 
from the playgrounds of the nazi kids 
whose pleasures, like those of the lit- 
tle Italian Baililla, are entirely war- 
like, te i 

Thus, in organizing the new Ger- 
many, Hitler has drawn heavily on 
the ranks of the mediocrities and cow- 
ards who fight only in packs and au- 
tomatically denied himself the com- 
pany of the most courageous people 
in the land. 


It would be foolish to suggest that 


all nazis are yellow, although they in- 
clude all the front-runners in the 
country. but the highest courage they 
ever will‘be called upon to. display 
cannot compare to that of the true 
German who deliberately chose to defy 
them, knowing what a lonely, misera- 
ble fight he was in for. 


Many There are more up- 
stream fish in Ger- 
Disappear. many than you would 
likely to suspect, 
but individuals among their number 
disappear quietly into their graves or 
concentration camps, and ,the rebels 
themselves have no way of determin- 
ing how numerous they are, although 
Hitler probably knows. 

It takes one kind of courage to go 
to war in regiments wearing ‘the 
badges of patriotism, but a_ better 
kind to stick it out alone for a princi- 
ple, deprived of citizenship, reviled as 
a traitor and subject to night raids by 
the lowest members of the community. 

Sometimes their courage fails and 
they surrendeX and when that hap 
pens the nazis gloat over the vanquish- 


an few months ago Julius 
Streicher, who made his fortune pub 
lishing obscene literature in the guise 
of a patriotic campaign against the 
Jews, presided at. a dinner for 1,500 
political prisoners who had just been 
released. There were brave and pa- 
triotic Germans seated all around him, 
whose health and determination had 
finally cracked in prison, but Streicher 
rose and, in the role of super-patriot. 
patronizingly offered to provide rail- 
road fare and passports to Russia for 
all who wanted to go there. 

It is this assumption that anyone 
who isn’t a nazi must be a communist 
which intensifies the difficulty of the 
non-conforming patriotic Germans. 
And the fact that none of the guests 
accepted Streicher’s offer was _ inter- 
preted to mean mainly that 1,500 com- 
munists had just been beaten into sub- 
mission.

Back in the days before the depres- 
sion when the Bread and Milk Olub 
was crowded and we had to close the 
‘admission of new members, the quali- 
fications were quite simple. To qual- 
ify for membership one had only to be 
a sound invalid, make a declaration of 
good faith and renounce forever his 
or her intemperate habits. The initia- 
ate promised to eat only what he or 
she wanted when he wanted it, no 
matter who his cook or host or what 
the occasion; and to set aside one 
day in each week as a day of respite 
for his general metabolism. Officially 
Monday is designated as bread and 
milk day, but this is a free club and 
every member may choose his own blue 


day to suit his own convenience, only

In addition to this, he is maintained for a period of one 
month during the training season, at the club’s expense. He 
receives no salary for that month, but he is maintained in rich 
fashion. 

The established player makes as much money during his 
six and a half months of play as the average man on a Salary. 

He is free to make any connection he may desire during 
the winter months. 

His hours of work are never more than four or five 
hours per day and more frequently no more than two.

less the record can be contained on 
the bill of indictment. ° 
Favored by Judge. 

He said he favored this and sug- 
gested that juries should first find 
whether or not the indicted person 
is guilty, and then return to the court- 
room to hear what the past record 
is before deciding on the sentence. 

The judge did not comment direct- 
ly upon the jury’s recommendation 
that heavier bonds and penalties be 
exacted upon all persons under in- 


'dictment who have past records, but 


he heartily approved the grand jury’s 


‘proposal that persons jointly indicted 


should be tried jointly, except in cases 
where the circumstances would make 
it unfair. 

“The power of severance of cases 
should be in the hands of the pre- 
siding judge,” the jurist asserted, add- 
ing that when he headed a committee 
of the bar association to revamp crim- 


‘inal procedure, he was unable to get 


other committee members to agree to 


/such a recommendation. 


Privilege Under Law. 
The judge told the jurors the court 


and the solicitor-general usually would 


rather try cases jointly for the same 
offense but that lawyers frequently 
objected and the Georgia law gives 
the privilege of severance if it is de- 
sired.

“We must guide the child in noble, 
normal, healthy, vital, successful, hap- 
py living.

Mental health means efficiency and we 
define efficiency in this respect: Prac- 
tically, doing something well—social- 
ly, learning to get along with other 
people. 

“In a program for the child.” Dr. 
“there are several 
suggestions I would make. The first 
of which is to take the whole child 
account in all his school and 
home relationships. Second. try to 
understand causes as opposed to symp-

“Third, we. ask, ‘Oughtn’t children 
to be disciplined? Oughtn’t they be 
taught to obey? Why? In order to 
train them for the part they are to

Not because we are in authority over 


‘them and it pleases us to have some- 


body we can control. Discipline is 
only a means to an end and no dis- 
cipline is justified except as to con- 
tribute to self-discipline and _ self- 
control. The child has his rights and 
his fundamental right is fo be treated 
as a human being. 

“And fourth, de keep a sense of bal- 
ance and proportion. Maintain poise 
and a sense of humor. The over-con- 
cerned and over-anxious parent who 
picks at the child and delights in dom- 
inating him, makes of herself a neu- 
rotic woman. The poor child becomes 
a hypochondriac. Children need friend- 
ly. matter-of-fact human relationships; 
privacy for their own thoughts and 
ideas. They must he taught to stand 
alone. No child is happy who is 
taken too seriously. 

“And.” Dr. White concluded hu- 
morously, “many children live and 


succeed in spite of their training.”

NEW YORK CITY.—There is an old French proverb: “L’appetit 
vient en mangeant.” I suppose the nearest English equivalent we have | 
is: ‘*‘The more you have, the more you want.” | 

As we look over the world todzy, it seems to me as though human 
nature is living up to the proverb. The more we kill, the more casual 
we become about human life. The kind of detachment with which we 
read our papers, | believe, lies at the root of the continuance of many 
of the horrors of civilization. 


Planes flying over some place in Africa and killing many people seem 
to make no dent on our imagination. That some men in a distant coun- 
try assassinate certain officials of their government, reads to the ma- 
jority of us like a fairy tale. That a group of gangsters in our own 
country commit some terrible crime, brings a little more interest but not 
enough to galvanize us into action. 

I suppose this apathy comes partly from the fact that we always feel 
that--these things will happen to the other fellow but not to us, and as 
individuals we feel that, our action, or inaction, will produce about the 
same result—nobody in authority will pay any attention to what we 
think. 

Until we free ourselves of this inferiority complex, which is nothing 
more than a comfortable alibi to sidestep responsibility, I de not see 
much chance of improving conditions either at home or abroad. And 
yet, the most powerful weapon we have at our command today is public 
opinion. Statesmen quail before it and it could move mountains

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“U.S, SOLDIER RETURNS

COLON, Panama, Feb. 28.—(7)— 

Private Gustav Pacht, of the United 
States army, ill with jungle fever, re- 
turned to his quarters at France field 
|today after an unsuccessful expedition 
to the back country of Dutch Guiana 
in search of the missing American avi- 
ator, Paul Redfern. 
_He reached Panama on the Dutch 
liner Colombia from Curacao, where 
he left Tom Roch, the German-Ameri- 
can explorer, who has been his com- 
panion in the attempt to find the flier 
who disappeared eight years ago on 
a flight from the United States to 
Brazil.

Art Leader Jailed as Virginians 
Battle Over Murals and Morals 


RICHMOND, Va., 
A controversy over ‘the “morals” in- 
volved in the display of nude and 
semi-nude figures in mural paintings 
here led to the arrest today of John 
Stewart Bryan Jr., vice chairman of 
the Richmond Academy of Arts. 


| The warrant was sworn out by 
'F. M. Terrell, leader of a_ self- -Ap- 
pointed committee. who had warned 
that action would be faken if the 
paintings by Mordi Gassner were not 
removed by noon today. 

Bryan was bailed for his appear- 
ance in police court tomorrow morn- 
the charge of violat- 
ing Section 4549 of the Virginia code 
declaring it to be a misdemeanor to 
keep, sell, distribute or display any 
obscene books, pictures, ete., which 
tend to corrupt the morals of youth. 

Bryan had met Terrell’s ultimatum 
that the murais must come down by 
noon with the brief statement: 

“IT have nothing to say. The ex- 
hibition will be continued.” 

Terrell, changing his mind in the | 
matter, sought to withdraw the war- 
rant after it had been issued, but 
it was served on Bryan before he 
could get it canceled. .Terrel] ex- 
plained that he was willing to let the 
matter drop after he learned that 
he could not reach Gassner, a resident 
of New York.

IN NAPLES SECLUSION 


Metropolitan Opera Bari- 
tone for 33 Years Passes 
in Poverty. 


NAPLES, Italy, Feb. 28.—(4)— 
Four mourners only followed to the 
grave today the body of Antonio 
Scotti—beloved baritone, who sang 
for 38 successive seasons at the Met- 
ropolitan in New York and died here 
in poverty. 

Scotti, a -bachelor, died in retire- 
ment Wednesday, but the fact became 
known only today. 

He was 70 years old. Friends dis- 
closed he was in straitened circu'n- 
stances, asserting he had been ill for 
a decade, although he retired only 
three years ago. 

He had been living on funds sup- 
plied by the Music Lovers’ 1 ounda- 
tion of New York, they said. 

The veteran ended his active career 
of 43 years in 1933 at the Metropoli- 
tan and retarned to Naples. Arteri- 
osclerosis was the cause of death. 

Without a family, Scotti had spent 
recent months almost in_ isouation. 
Italian newspapers ignored his death 

there was only a paid obituary no- 
tice inserted by friends in the Mat- 
tino of Naples. 

It said Seotti “in his glorious 
lyrical career held high the prestige 
of Italian art on’ the stages of the 
world.”
